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DELEGATION AIM 
: IS IMPEACHMENT 

- Garrison Is Denm/^cid 
by Cuban Group 


The New Orleans Delegation 
of the Cuban Student Direc- 
torate Sunday called for the im- 
peachment of District Attorney 
Jim Garrison “for the prostitu- 
tion of his office.” It added 
that Clay L. Shaw should re- 
ceive public and official apolo- 
gies from the city of New Or- 
leans and the state of Louisi- 
ana. 

In a statement issued on be- 
half of the CSD delegation, its 
president, Dr. Carlos Bringuier, 
said that only when these things 
are accomplished will justice be 
done. 

He added, “Since the be- 
ginning of Jim Garrison’s so- 
called investigation we have de- 
nounced it as un-American ac- 
tivities directed at undermining 
the credibility of the American 
people in the foundation of this 
nation. 

“Even at one time we asked 
for an investigation of Garrison, 
(author Mark) Lane and others 
by the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee.” 

Dr. Bringuier added that since 
his group has had knowledge of 
Garrison's investigation at its 
inception, “we were absolutely 
sure that the only verdict that 
could have been rendered was 
‘not quilty,’ simply because 
Clay L. Shaw was innocent and 
we have faith in the honest 
people of this nation." 

He said that during the two 
vears of the investigation, 
Cuban exiles have been smear- 
ed by Garrison, “his lackies and 
his gurus.” 

“But our sufferings,” he add- 
ed, “could not be compared to 
those of an innocent man who 
was smeared and brought into 
an open circus . . 

He said that Louisiana is “in 
a crisis that only Louisianians 
can solve.”
